Gesphone, but could not detect 
any leak, Due to the type of 
soll no water appeared on the 
surface of the ground to indi- 
cate the trouble spot, It was 
necessary to make yarions 
types of tests and checks and 
finally engage a backhoe to ex- 
cavate various sections for ex- 
amination. The leak was final- 
ly found on May 8th where the 
Ferry Road line connects to the 
main near Louis Paul's gtore. 
The regrettable but unavoid- 
able part has been the expense 
involved, 

Requests for sealed bids 
from suppliers of asphalt have 
been made, The bids will be op- 
ened at the May 24th board 
meeting.
